Governor vetoes CSU pay raise 


legislation, voter registration bill 


Gov. Pete Wilson last week 
vetoed six of the ten higher yu 
cation bills considered “top pri 
orities” by the California State 
Student Association 

Phe deadline for Wilson to sign 
or veto bills was midnight Fr 
day, and five of the vetoes wert 
handed down that afternoon 

We weren't Surprised that 
they got vetoed,” CSSA Legisla 
tive Director Christina Harper 
said. “I don’t think Wilson’s in 
terested in Students’ concerns.” 

The bills that were vetoed are 
AB 2714, which would have tied 
administrative pay raises to in 
creases in student fees; AB 2080 
which would have expanded col 
lege work-study program; SB 
1931, which would have allowed 
the University of California Stu 
dent Association to Jobby; AB 
3616, which would have gotten 
colleve administrations more 1n- 
volved in student voter turnout 
AB 3696, which would have cre 
ated a system for tracking the 
state’s college students; and AB 
2113, which would have restruc 


tured the CSU Board of Trustee 


p ce 

Wilson signed SB 1914, which 
will create cross-enrolimen ro 
grams at the state's colle \B 
2967, which will authorize tunds 
to rebuild CSU Northridge, AB 
3112, which will allow CSUs to 


invest in local interests; and SB 
1425 which codifies CSI 
Monterey ay as the 21st CSI 
Campus 

According to Harper, Wilson 
vetoed the bills “that had the most 
effect on students.’ 

Humboldi State Associated 
Students President Eric Mitchell 
said Wilson's last-minute vel 
was a deliberate attempt to avoid 
student protest 

‘It's clear that he wanted to 
minimize student protest by mak 
ing these vetoes all at once ind 
late on a Friday so that students 
wouldn't be around in schools 
when the ax fell.” he said
